The amendment filed on 8/6/2003 has overcome the Office Action rejection mailed 
5/8/2003. 

Claims 1 , 2, 6-9 are allowed. 

As to Claim 1, the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious an applied voltage storage means for previously storing said 
applied voltage corresponding to a wavelength thereof, said applied voltage being 
corrected so as to be in a proper range, wherein when measuring a sample, a voltage 
value corresponding to said wavelength to be measured is read out from said applied 
voltage storage means so as to apply a voltage having said voltage value to said 
photodetector, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

As to Claim 2, the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious an applied voltage storage means for previously storing said 
applied voltage corresponding to a wavelength thereof, said applied voltage being 
corrected so as to be in a proper range, wherein when measuring a sample, a voltage 
value corresponding to said wavelength to be measured is read out from said applied 
voltage storage means so as to apply a voltage having said voltage value to said 
photodetector, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim.
